, It is to be noted that a period in excess of ninety days 
i roni the datę of the last report is covered in this report, which 
has been occasioned by the writer's activity in behalf of the 
intensification afforded the case entitled "SAMUEL GIANCANA, aka", 
the investigation of several perjury cases arising from the 
incorne tax trial of ANTHONY ACCARDO, Chioago top hoodlum, and 
increased activities on the part of CG 6343-C*. It is pointed 
out, however, that FERRARO’s activities are belng closely followed 
at all times. 


The following Information regarding FRANK FERRARO has 
been furnished by CG 6343-C*, a highly :sensltive source, which 
is in a position to furnish extremely important Information 
regarding top hoodlum activities in the Chicago area and which 
is in almost daily contact with FERRARO, thereby furnishlng close 
scrutiny of his actions. 


On September 2, i960, CG 6343-C* furnished the 
following Information; 

GUS ALEX and FRANK FERRARO had a short raeeting during 
which time they counted money and reviewed papers which apparently 
reported the proceeds frora gambling activities in the first ward 
of the City of Chicago, It is noted that .ALEK is the Chicago 
Crime Syndlcate leader in charge of the first ward, and that the 
first of each month is the usual time for hira to receive the 
proceeds from the preceding month.

Erom the above conversatlon between ALEX and I I 

it would appear likely that the net profits itrom gambling ln the 
first ward during the month of August, 1960, amounted to $12,194. 
It would not seem elear that this is a uet figurę sińce it is 
posslble that the $12,194 is a gross figurę including that amount 
of money due to the indlvldual bookmakers located in the first 
ward. However, itrom the experjlence of the agents assigned to the 
Top Hoodlum Program, it would seem that there are sufficient 
handbooks located In the first ward so that $12,000 would be a 
net figurę after the handbook onerators got their 50% cut. ln 

this ;regard it is noted that |_|has advised that ALEX 

has organized all handbook operators in the jtirst ward under an 
arrangement whereby they retain 50% of their profit and furnish 
(the other 50% to the AŁEX organization, ordinarily through LOUIE 
'BRIATTA. 

CG 6343-C* advised that following the above conversa- 
tion, ALEX and FERRAR0 went over morę figures and the shuffling 
and counting of money was heard for an additlonal bali hour or so. 

CG 6343-C* also advised that during that half hour 
FERRAR0 was heard to make the following comment; "We madę it on 
the 6 for .5, 28 thousand. What do we get, 24, 5?" From the 

above it is apparent that FERRARO referred to the "shylocking" 
or "6 for 5" business which ALEX Controls in the first ward 
of Chicago. 

On September 6, 1960, CG 6343-C* furnished the following 
Information: 

CG 6343-C* advised that at ąpproximately 11:00 a.m. on 
September 6, 1960, FRANK FERRARO appeared and told ALEK that he 
"saw somebody" just before he came in, to which ALEX replied, 
"FRANK, you got no brains." From the conve:rsation it appeared 
that FERRARO had been followed by the Chicago Police Department 
from his residence that morning to the v!cinity of Celano ł s. 
Immediately after FERRARO told ALEX about the fact that he "saw 
somebody," ALEK madę a telephone cali to an unknown lndividual 
and the following was his portion of the conversation: 
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Let's get with that Doctor! You know, the 
crew cut. Get word to bila tbat you want to 
see him. You hear! And tell him to stay 
away from over north! Okay? No, I'11 tell 
, you morę when .1 see you. Yeah, Just one spot . 

,He'll know where I mean. Okay. 

It was apparent from the above telephone cali that 
"Doctor" was codę for a Chicago policeman wlth whom ALEX had madę 
a previous arrangement to stay away from J either FERRARO’s residence 
or from Celano'ś. 

Immediately after ALEX hung up, from tle above telephone 
cali, he madę the following comment to FERRARO:

HUMPHREYS reference to 
Lincoln Road escapes the khowledg© of the Chicago Office and 
it is very possible that HUMPHREYS, who resides ih the Miami, 

Florida area refers to the well knowń Lincoln Road in Miami 
Beach, Florida, it being noted that there is no Lincoln Road 
in the Chicago area. Ther© is a Lincoln AvenUe, Lincoln Street, 
Lincoln Highway and a Lincoln Park West but no Lincóln Road. 

The Chicago Office for some time haS been attempting to identify 
the location of the Meeting place referred to by-the hoodluras 
as "out west" and Has speculated that theSe meetings are held 
at numerous places suchas the Armory Lounge, the Amber Light, 
the NorWood House and other places lóćated In-the western 
suburbs or in the western portion of Chicago, but non© of 
these places are located on any Street named Lincoln. The 
Chicago Office will remain alert for the location of this 
meeting spot.

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II. CRIMINAL ACTIYIT1ES 

On Noyember 16, 1960, an artlcle appeared In the 
"Chicago American" newspaper entitled "Accardo Pals Set for 
Grab!" This artlcle was written by ERNEST TUCKER and LEROY 
MC HUGH and proceeded to giye a rundown of the sltuatlon 
concernihg control of criminal aętivitles in the Chicago area 
pendlng TONY ACCARD0’s conyictlon and posslble jail sentence 
resultlng from an income tax trial of ACCARD0's. Thls artlcle 
proceeded to set out $hat many noted lndiyiduals in Chicago 
familiar with hoodlum aę.tlvities were contacted In regard 
to a posslble successor for ACCAROO and a rundown on each was 
written. 

Included in the artlcle was the following: 

"One hoodlum, comparatively unknown, has been mentioned. 
morę and morę frepuently in recemt months as the man who could 
succeed Accardo. 

"He ls frank Sortino, better known by his alias of 
"Strongy" Ferrara a sbadowy figurę who has studlously ayolded 
the limelight. 

"Ogilvie ls one of those who think that ferrara may 
be preparing to make his push for leadershlp agalnst Glancana 
and the other big shots. 

"Altho Ferraro has been afrested in a murder investi- . 
gation, he. has never been conyicted of any crime. In common 
with Accardo, he has a taste for gracious livlng and maintains 
a costly yaęht. 

"Morris and Moss sald he ls the constant companioncf 
another ranking hoodlum, Gus Alex, 

"Ferrara ls a brother of John Sortino, of 1502 Deer- 
path rd., La Grange Park, who last July was discharged by 
Criminal Court Judge Fred Slater op charges of assaiilt with a 
deadly weapon and assault to kill.. He was accused of sbootlng 
his two sons, John Jr., 13, and Joseph, 14. 
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.'*Fr.ank Ferlic, flrst asslstąnt State '.s attorney, 
said the influence brought to bear on the court on Sortlno's 
behalf was, 1 unbel ievable I ' He added: 


1,1 It was so bad that the state*s attorney*s Office 
has appealed the case tp the Illinois Supreme. Court.* 

"Morris, Moss, Ogilyie and Peterson, all described 
Ferrara as a cpnfldential agent for Accardo, and cited instances 
of vacation trips the two have taken together. 

"Ferrara^s liking for anonymity is illustrated by 
the fact that his police records, includlng photos, fingerprints, 
and arrest slips, were destroyed ln 1945 oh orders of the late 
Commlssloner James P. Allman. 


"A veteran employee of the police records bureau 
said that in those days a person discharged of a crime could 
have all his records destroyed thru court action." 

On November 16, 1960, a suryeillance by Bureau 
agents was instituted at Pete Fish's Restaurant located at 32 
East Ontario Street, at which time FRANK FERRARO was observed 
to meet with MURRAY HUMPHREYS, SAM GIANCANA, GUS ALEX, RALPH 
P1ERCE, and JOHN SCANLON. All of the above-mentioned individuals 
are well known in Chicago hoodlum circles and are reported to 
be. the controlling men in all criminal activities in the Chicago 
area. 


Surveillances. instituted by Bureau agents on October 
15, 1960, October 29, 1960, and Novęmber 17, 1960, reflected 
that FERRARO left his residence and proceeded to a r.ear entrance 
to the buildlng in which is located Celano*s Tailor Shop at 
620 Michigan Avenue, Chicago.

CG T-2 stated that the groundwork for these negotia¬ 
tions was lald a number of years ago by ANTHONY ACCARDO and 
PAUL DELUCIA, also known as PAUL "THE WAITER" RICCA. RICCA 
is currently eompleting a ihree-year sentence at the Federal 
Penitentiary at Terre .Haute,, Indiana. Negotiations were 
further facilitated by the efforts of EUGENE C. JAMES who

The Informant continued that JAMES for his part 
in the negotiations will receiye approximately $1,000 per * 
month from GIANCANA and the others while JAMES is in the 
penitentiary.

For the years 1958 and 1959, when FERRARO was requested 
to Turnish additional records concerning income, ihese 
r.ecords r.óflected bets madę on horse races with the datę, 
names of horses, win, place and show returns, and his net 
winnings. For the years 1957 and 1959, FERRARO showed ad¬ 
ditional income received as an agent for the American 
Refrigeration Company. FERRARO employed as salesman by 
Hughes Coal and Oil Company, Chicago, in Octóber, 1960. 
Through April 14, 1961 FERRARO paid $3600 by Hughes Coal 
and Oil. Information received that FERRARO also has 
financial interest in the Delta Motel in Chicago and is 
reportedly one of the controlling interests in the Duncan 
Parking Meter Company of Chicago. 
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DETAILS: AT CHICAGO, ILLINOIS 

I. BACKGROUND 


Crlminal Record 

On April 5, 1961, officers of the 35th Folice District, 
Chicago Police Department, arrested .FRANK FERRARO on a charge 
of making a turn without proper signal and also charging 
FERRARO with having a two-thlrds fllled bottle of vodka in 
his car, FERRARO, at the tlrae of his arrest, gave an address 
of 2602 South Wallace Street and 320 Oakdale Av.enue, .but re- 
fused to answer any ąuestions relative to his activtties con- 
cernlng present employment or sources of income. At the 
time of FERRAR0's arrest, a sum of money, approximately $5000, 
in lifty and one hundred dollar bllls, was discovered on 
FERRARO's person, 1 whićh FERRARO ekplained by stating that 
it was to be used to pay his Income tax. 

Other Information determined at the time of the 
arrest was that FERRARO was carrying on his person a car 
registration reflecting that the car which he was driving 
was registered to one CARL ZUBOR, 615 North Bush Street, 

Chicago, which was issued on a 3.961 white Chrysler sedan 300, 
Motor Number 8413153661, bearing Illinois 1960 Llcense JB2379. 
Also on FERRARO's person was a list of numbers and names ap- 
pearing on a slip of paper, the meanings of which ar.e unknown 
without interpretation by FERRARO, but which are belieyed to 
be gambling recelpts of some type. It is noted that Informa¬ 
tion received in the past from CG T-7 has reflected that 
FERRARO, when receiving gambling revenue, listed one Flo's 
as one of his sources of income, and it was noted that this 
name appeared twice on the list found on FERRARO. Also 
noted on FERRARO at the time of his arrest was a list of 
business cards bearing the name of Hughes Coal and Oil 
Company, with the name FRANK FERRARO in the upper left-hand 
corner.

Re my dally alrtel to Director dated 5/1/61. 

The Los Angeles Diyision recently furnished the 
results o£ an interyiew of PHILIP SCHER concerning his 
association with American Refrigeration, Inc. and .FRANK 
FERRARO. 

SCHER advised as follows: 

PHILIP SCHER advised that he is a partner in Waddell 
Excavating and Construction Company, 9043 Sepulveda Boulevard, 
San Fernando, California, telejphone EM^ire 4-3148, and resides 
at 18300 Napa Street, Northridge^ California, telephone 
Dickens 3-3962. 

) 

SCHER stated that he moved to California in March, 
1960, at Tshich time he was very 111, suffering with bleeding 
ulcers, and that he had tried to break .all'of his connections 
in Chicago where he had resided all his -life up to this time. 
He said that he was associated as a 50% owner of American 
Refrigeration Corporation but that he left all books and rec- 
ords regarding this Corporation with his accountant, whose 
name he does not recall, in Chicago. He said that the 
Corporation was in very bad Financial condition when he left 
sińce they owed a considerable amount of money to First 
Finance Company of Chicago. He sald that this company 
financed most of their sales and he would guess that they 
owed this company^approximately $10,000. He said that he

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had no money at all when he left and h© had slgned over his 
eąuity in his residence in Chicago to the First Finance 
Company in an attempt to settle at least part of the debts 
the Corporation owed this company. 

SCHER stated -that be was employed by the Atlas 
JBrewing Company as a trUck driver in Chicago tn about 1956, 
when he learned that the Cold Draft Manufacturing Company 
of Erie, Pennsylvania had developed an excellent ice making 
machinę and was interested in iindlng someone to distribute 
this machinę in the Chicago area. He sald that he believed 
there was a company that had this franćhise but that the 
company was bankrupt. He became interested and was offered 
the franchise to distribute the machinę provided he could 
get approval frorn the Chicago Board of Health. He said he 
madę application with the Board of Health but had a great 
deal of difficulty mainly in delaying tactics. He said that 
they insisted that a number of changes must be madę in the 
machinę before they would approve it for distributlon, and 
he soon learned that he would never get the machinę approved 
unless some political pressure were placed on the Board of 
Health. He madę inquiries among politiclans whom he does 
not recall , and FRANK FERRARO was recommended to him as the 
person to see to get the machinę approved for distributlon. 
SCHER insists that he does not recall who madę the suggestlon 
but assumes that it was probably a ward leader. 

SCHER contacted FERRARO and FERRARO said that he 
would be able to help get the machinę approved, and they 
organlzed the American Refrigeration Corporation, in which 
FERRARO was given 50% interest. FERRARO also was madę factory 
sales representatiye and received a 5% commission of all sales, 
as we!l as 50% of the profits of the Corporation. 

FERRARO sent him to a particular employee of the 
Board of Health, who worked with him in getting the machinę 
approved for distributlon. SCHER clalms that he does not 
recall the name of this individual, does not hnow whether or 
not this individual had any influence In the department, and 
stated that it was still some time and some changes had to 
be madę before the machinę was actually approved. He said 
that he had told this individual that he had been sent by 
FERRARO and it would appear that this individual knew FERRARO 
personally. SCHER insisted that he madę no payment to this 
indlvidual and does not know whether or not FERRARO madę any 
payment to him or anyone else to get the machinę approyed. 
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SCHER stated that they were fairly successful In 
the. beginning in the sales of thls machinę, as it was a 
good machinę, and. he insisted that. he did not use any "muscle. 
taętics" in the distributlon. SCHER stated that he personally 
ran the company and that FERRARO did suggest a niuaber of 
places where sales could be madę and sales eventually were* 
madę.' He sald, however, that he handled most of the sales 
work himself and he knew of no pressure which FERRARO may 
have madę in order to seXX the machinę. SCHER insisted 
that the machinę was an excellent product and, in his 
opinion, is the best of this type product on the market. 

Regarding the Vitalyte Company, SCHER stated that 
this company was formed to distribute a product developed 
by an airlińespilot to put in storage batteries. to extend 
the life of: the’ batteries. He said that this was never 
approved for distribution and there were never any sales 
actually madę with this pr pdnrt —. He said that the airlińes bb 

pilot had the last name. ot| he believed, and was a b7i 

pilot on an airline flying between New York and Miami.. He 
does not recall the name of this airline. He said that he 
believed that he invested about $2,500 in this venture, which 
was not successful, sińce no sales were ever madę. He said 
he. does not believe that FERRARO actually- madę any invest*~ 
ment in the company, al.though he would have owned 50% if 
they had been successful in getting approval to distribute 
this product. 

SCHER stated that he had been casually- acquainted 
with FERRARO for a number of years, having met him through 
his, SCHER's, brother-in-law, STANLEY STUPNER. He said that 
STUPNER’ is now deceased but was well acąuainted with politicians. 
and the hpodlum element in Chicago. SCHER pointed out that 
his association with FERRARO was purely business, and he had 
never been out with him socially and knew nothing of. his 
activities. He said, of course, that he knew that by reputa- 
tion FERRARO was. a racketeer but he did not know from personal 
knowledge of any illegal activities in which FERRARO was in- 
vol.ved. He said that. he b.elleved that a. check of the accounting 
records regarding American Refrigeration Corporation and 
Yitalyte would show that the books were kept properly and 
that all monies received by both he and FERRARO from the 
corporations were fully accounted for. 
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SCHER stated that he was gravely concerned regarding 
the way FERRARO may feel toward him havlng left the Chicago, 
area and having left the. companies in bad financial condition. 
He repeated that he left mainly because he was very iii and 
thought that a change would be. helpful in improving his heal.th. 
He said that he certainly did. not want' FERRARO to locate him 
in California and cause him any trouble. He pointed out that 
individuals like FERRARO did not need any excuse to take 
drastic. action and remarked that he would fear for his life 
if FERRARO knew that he had even talked to the FBI. SCHER 
stated that he had never met any of FERRARO's associates and 
knew nothing to involve FERRARO or anyone. else in illegal 
actlvities, and if he did have. such Information he. would be 
wiiling to advise. the FBI.

" By airtels 2/1/61 and 2/15/61 you were advised of the 

identlty of prominent hoodlums and racketeers selected by the 
Bureau and the Department as prime targets for early Federal 
prosecution. 


By airtel dated 4/12/61 ten of these hoodlums were 
picked for concentrated all-out investigative attentlon. This 
"crash” investigation was designed to afford the ten special 
targets blanket coverage in order to round out and fili in any 
remaining gaps in our investigations and to develop additional 
materiał to be used in the preparation of prosecutive-type 
summary reports. The prosecutive summary reports on these ten 
hoodlums are being received at the Bureau.. After review and 
analysis at the Bureau, these reports will be transmitted to the 
Department for the purpose of facilitating any possible convening 
of a Special Federal Grand Jury to inąuire into and fully 
develop violations by the subjects which ćould formulate the 
basis for indictments and subsequent Federal prosecutions. 


In order to move ahead and continue to .fulfill our 
obligations in the Criminal Intelligence Pioferam, ten additional 
hopdlum subjects have now been selected for similar concentrated 
intensified action.

Insofar as possible, the reports should include. 
thd materiał which would be incorporated in a regular 
prosecutiye summary. Howeyer, sińce these reports are 
lntended to present for grand jury consideration complete 
data on each subject, they should also reflect broader 
Information which will suggest possible awenues of inquiry 
and exploration under grand jury auspices for the purpose of 
deyeloping and uncovering all possible yiolations.

In view of this, the summarles should not be 
strictly conflned to the format of a prosecutive summary 
but should contain all pertinent Information, In order 
to accomplish this, the reports should be prepared in 
accordance with the following observations: 

The reports must be prepared in a form suitable 
for dissemination. T symbols should be employed where 
necessary to protect informants and confidential sources of 
Information. An appropriate memorandum as prescribed 
by cxisting instructions should accompany each report 
evaluating informants. These reports are to be prepared 
with Form FD-272 as a cover page and should be labeled 
"Special Summary Report." Four copies should be forwarded 
to the Bureau. Each report should bear the name of -the 
subject in the title and the character should be shown as 
"Anti-Racketeering." 

The reports should be organized iń such a manner 
as to set forth Information under the following categories: 

Personal History and Background 

This should include a brief statement of personal 
history, including datę and place of birth, education, current 
address, and marital status. There should be a brief 
statement deseribing the subjecfs background, including 
Information as to how he became involved in racketeering 
and the steps leading up to his current position and 
activities in racketeering matters. 

Associates 


Under this category, include the identity of 
associates, indicating their addresses, if known, the type 
of association, whether business or social, together with 
any Information as to the involvement of such individuals 
with the subject in criminal activities. In the event any 
of these individualii bave been interviewed, this should be 
so stated and a brief summary of Information furnished 
should be set forth.

Legitimate Enterprises 

Such enterprise or business in which the subject 
is engaged should be set forth separately. There should be 
a brief deseription of the type of business, including the 
address, together with the details of the subject*s 
connection therewith* This should also include the monetary 
interest of the subject, if known, the identity of owners 
and partners and also information as to sućh individuals who 
may be acting as fronts for the subjects in these businesses. 
Óther pertinent data should be set forth, including the 
names of the individuals with their addresses who have 
furnished Information concerning these businesses, together 
with a brief statement of the information furnished by them. 
There should also be included, if known, the identity of 
individuals who can be subpoenaed to produce records of 
each enterprise. 

Ulegał Actiyities 

Each phase of illegal activity should be deseribed 
in succinct form, Appropriate breakdowns would Include 
gambling in its Yorms, prostitution, harcotics, labor 
racketeering, etc. There alś© should be included a specific 
statement as to the exact connection of the subject with 
such activities, including the identity of individuals 
associated with him in such actiyities. The names of 
•the individuals who haye furnished information concerning this 
should be set forth together with a brief statement of 
the materiał furnished by them. 

Police Protection and Political Tles 

Include details of any evidence regarding police 
protection or payoffs in connection with the subject's 
actiyities or those of his asscciates. Include Information 
as to any politlc&l affiliations or payoffs, whether local, 
State or national. Furnish names and addresses of 
individuals who have supplied information concerning this, 
together with brief statement of data received from them.

Include details concerning any known local or 
Federal pending prosecution against the subject and status 
of this action. 

Banking Connections 

Furnish names of banks and financial institutions 
utilized by the subject and the identity of appropriate 
official who can be subpoenaed to produce pertinent records. 

Statement of Assets 


Information should be developed in your investigations 
reflecting the fuli details of the assets of each subject, 
including interest in hotels, motels, property interest, 
stockholdings and all other financial holdings. The materiał 
should be organized and set .forth in such manner as to show 
the subject*s current netwrth in order that a comparison and 
evaluation can be madę to determine whether he has accurately 
reported his income for past years. 

Identification Record 


Citizenship 


If there is a question about the subject*s citizen¬ 
ship status or a possibility that he may be considered for 
denaturalization and deportation, details should be set forth 
indicating these facts. 

The above headings are not to be considered as all 
inclusive but are cited as illustrations of appropriate 
breakdowns. They should be varied aś necessary depending 
on the results of your inąuiries, and other headings should 
be utilized where logically indicated based on the information 
developed through investigation. 

In addition to the foregoing, beginning immediately 
each Office is to submit a separate daily teletype summary 
of pertinent information developed on each of its subjects.

Throughout your inąuiries in connection with the 
selected subjects and especially in the preparation of the 
prosecutive summary-type reports, you should devote particular 
stress to those indicated avenues where it appears that 
productive grand jury action could be taken. Fully develop and 
pinpolnt each area that lends itself to grand jury inquiries 
such as recalcitrant uncooperative witnesses who furnished 
evasive or misleading Information or refused to furnish any 
Information, possible hidden interests in legitimate concerns, 
expending of funds in excess of inccme, possible irregularities 
in transfer of property or assets, etc. Each such area should 
be highlighted and individuals who can logically be brought 
before a grand jury either to produce records or to testify 
as to a certain phase of the subjecfs operation should be 
fully identified,including home or business address. 


The instructions herein apply solely to the 
individuals selected and do not in any way alter outstanding 
instructions concerning other investigations and inąuiries 
in connection with the Crlminal Intelligence Program.
